"Th** idea of touring trips from the Tnited States to South 
American countries by parties traveling by automobiles, may seem 
wildly visionary*’ said Dr. Johnson. "but such trips will become 
possible just as soon as highways are put in usable condition. 
Such long radius trips are now commonplace in this country. 


"As one of the directors of the Bankhead National highway 
I desire to say that I am sure the utmost encouragement would 
be given in this country to an organized effort to extend this 
highway from Mexico to South America, thus linking together the

"First: Every business ii as, first 
of all, to earn operating expenses, 
depreciation, and 
fair 
returns on 
honest capitalization. 
"Second: 
I believe 
that 
every 
business should consider that the 
compensation paid employes is for 
the purpose of earning a sum of 
money sufficient to pay the above­ 
mentioned items. 
' Third: I believe that any profits 
over and above such sum ^ o u ld , 
Od 
some percentage basts, be di­ 
vided between th#* capital used in 
the business and the employes en­ 
gaged iii the business. 
"Fourth: 
I believe that iii neith­ 
er case should these profits be im­ 
mediately withdarwu from the bus­ 
iness; that they should De left in 
the business for a reasonable length 
of time, to protect and increase its 
financial strength and safety; that, 
sa the ease of capital, its share of 
these profits should be carried to 
surplus; that, in the case of em­ 
pires, their share of these profits 
should 
be distributed to them in 
some form of security representing 
an interest in the business, and that 
each employe should be required to 
hold such security for a reasonable 
length of time, say 
three to five 
years. 
"Fifth: 
I believe that the eni- 
ployes’ share of these profits should 
be allotted to them as nearly as pos­ 
sible on the basis of the compensa­ 
tion they receive, lip to date, this 
has proved to be the best method." 
The employer 
who 
objects 
to 
profit-sharing because he is making 
so much mbney "that he is afraid to 
let even his own exployes know how 
much money he is making” was de­ 
clared by the speaker to be “ more 
than any other, responsible for the 
serious differences 
today 
existing 
between capital and labor for, with 
the growing 
intelligence 
of

masses, how can he expect such a 
sit ut Ion to continua? 
Every year, 
yes, every day, it becomes clearer 
and clearer that such a condition 
will no longer be tolerated and must 
speedily pass away.
